According to the "New Haven Register" in its issue of 
October 25, 1945, Raymond K. Price, Jr., was identified as the Yale 
University Campus Conservative Party leader, who participated in a 
question and answer period with two Bureau officials, the Special Agent in 
Charge of New Haven and former Assistant to the Director, Louis B. 
Nichols. (62-90082) 

In March, 1959, Raymond Price of the Editorial Section of 
the "New York Herald Tribune" was scheduled to have lunch at the Yale Club 
on March 10, 1959, with the So viet Attache "and P rotocol Officer of the Soviet 
Mission at the United Nations. 


In July, 1964, according to Alice Widener, who is well-known 
to the Bureau, Raymond Price, editor of the editorial page of the "Herald 
Tribune, " was a friend of some of the editorial writers at that newspaper / 
who were anti-J. Edgar Hoover and anti-FBI. There was no indication that
